We have a collection of about 150 
varieties. all planted in the open. We 
found that some of these withstood the 
freeze better than others. Much to ow 
surprise, Magnoliaeflora, one of the most 
delicate shades of pink, came through 
better than any camellia in the yard. 
Kumasaka. Cameo Pink and Ville de 
Nantes also have good buds and have not 
lost their leaves. Chandleri Elegans. 
French Imperator, Purple Dawn. C. M. 
Hovey, September Morn, Lady Jane 
Grey. Lady Van Sittart,. Monark and 
Peony Flora came through with only 
flower buds and some leaf buds killed. 

Alba Plena seemed to be the most 
tender, while Rose Dawn and Pink Per- 
fection were also hurt badly. We do not 
think the plants were killed, however. as 
we found that a few new leaf buds had 
started. We do not plan to prune yet.

Buttercup Corylopsis 


The primrose yellow blooms of the buttercup cory- 


lopsis mark the transition between winter and spring. 


By BEN BLACKBURN 


N the best tradition of the witch- 

hazel family, the corylopsis put forth 

their yellow blooms in earliest spring 
with little concern about biting winds 
or flurries of snow. The picture is 
all the more cheering in the dour days 
of the transition period between winter 
and spring because corylopsis flowers 
are fairly showy, framed as they are by 
five broad petals. rather than four narrow 
ones as in the true witch-hazels. 

Buttercup corylopsis has the largest 
and showiest individual flowers of the 
genus. They are soft primrose yellow, 
about %4 of an inch across, and actually 
more truly cup-shaped than the blooms 
of buttercups. The flowers are borne 
in tassels of two or three along the 
slender branchlets, and it is these “few- 
flowered” clusters which led to the scien- 
tific name of the shrub, Corylopsis pauci- 
flora. Other species, all native of eastern 
Asia, have drooping racemes of more 
numerous flowers that are usually smaller 
and less widely opened. 

The fruits of corylopsis are much like 
those of witch-hazels, but with two prom-

inent horns at the apex. They are small 
woody capsules less than half an inch 
long and containing two cells, each of 
which holds a single shiny black seed. 

All this group have heart-shaped leaves 
marzined with very finely pointed teeth 
which terminate the straight and deeply 
impressed veins. The leaves are developed 
along the shoots in a pronounced zigzag 
arrangement. and once this pattern and 
the other foliage characteristics are 
impressed in one’s mind, there is rarely 
any trouble in recognizing these shrubs. 

Buttercup corylopsis has smaller leaves 
than the other species most generally 
grown, and they are rarely more than 
2 inches long. This shrub is also dis- 
tinctive in its smaller and more compact 
habit. Specimens are usually densely 
and regularly branched, and about twice 
as wide as their height. In cultivation 
they are usually seen from three to five 
feet high, though in Dr. Makino’s recent 
manual, “Illustrated Flora of Japan,” it 
is noted that plants growing wild in 
the mountains of southern Japan occa- 
sionally reach 10 ft. The two other Japan- 
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ese species and several more from the 
Asiatic mainland are larger shrubs and 
sometimes become treelike. 

The early flowers of corylopsis are 
very appealing and very heartening 
additions to home landscapes at a time 
when gardeners are wondering if spring 
is ever going to get under way. Flowers 
in March have much more weight in 
the psychological balance than three 
times as many in May or June. One 
might be so rash as to say that a branch 
with a dozen blooms of daphne or witch- 
hazel or corylopsis opening as_ the 
chilling winds of March are rattling 
across the countryside is infinitely more 
beguiling than a truckload of iris or 
dahlias! But leaving these comparisons 
for safer ground, it is very true that 
American enthusiasts are missing a great 
deal of pleasure in according winter- and 
early spring-flowering subjects so little 
attention. 


A Choice Position 


Anything blooming outdoors now 
should not be hidden away at the back 
of the garden or tucked into an odd 
corner where it is all but forgotten, but 
such courage deserves a choice position 
where these beauties can be seen from 
windows or along the drive or walks. 
Buttercup corylopsis is a splendid sub- 
ject for featuring in any of these sit- 
uations because of its low and compact 
habit. It is a good companion for yews 
and also for the slender conical ever- 
greens such as cedars and arborvitae. 
It should not be planted closer to any 
of these than six or seven feet. however, 
nor closer than five feet to a walk. 

Corylopsis pauciflora stands temper- 
atures down to zero without injury, but 
more extreme cold for any length of 
time is likely to bring damage—some- 


times only to flower buds. Protected 
situations out of strong winds are 


advisable. Spring is the best time to plant 
these shrubs, and they are easy enough 
to manage when small. Specimens of 
any size are best handled with their roots 
held intact in a solid ball, and large 
plants should be moved by trained 
plantsmen. A well-drained soil of mod- 
erate fertility and acid reaction is ideal. 
Peat and acid compost well worked 
into the bottom of the hole and tamped 
around the ball of roots soon show 
dividends in hearty growth, and a 4- 
inch mulch of these materials is advisable 
to conserve moisture and insure against 
changes in temperature in winter. The 
genus is singularly free from _ insect 
pests and diseases, and as pruning is 
not advisable, they require a minimum of 
attention. In full sunlight or light shade, 
they grow steadily and dependably from 
year to year and produce increasingly 
lavish bloom at the inauguration of the 
garden season.

out a hybrid tea, floribunda or climber, 
the root of the plant was probably a 
multiflora rose. If your garden 
“suckered” from the bottom and you saw 


roses 


a long wiry cane coming from the base 
of a rose plant, this was the multiflora 
bush trying desperately to grow, despite 
the fact that its top was cut off by the 
nurseryman. 

For farm use, multiflora 
usually planted 12 inches apart. but for 
home gardens and plantings around pub- 
lic buildings, where only the appearance 
counts, a distance of 18 inches between 
plants is satisfactory. Increasingly used 
as a hedge around factories and public 


roses are 


buildings, its dense tangle of growth 
keeps out intruders while its unusual 


beauty makes it valuable for landscaping. 

On your home grounds, a living fence 
of multiflora roses will grow rapidly, 
giving you remarkable privacy in a very 
short time. Vigorous selected plants will 
grow as much as 3 to 4 feet the first year, 
becoming more solid as the luxuriant 
growth continues. Left untrimmed, mul- 
tiflora rose fences or hedges will become 
6 to 7 feet high and 5 to 6 feet wide in 
a few years. The long wiry growth can be 
trimmed off the sides to keep the width 
to a minimum. For garden use, a prac- 
tical width is 3 feet. The maximum 
height ‘of a hedge of this width will 
probably be from 6 to 7 feet. 


Trimming Plants 


Trimming is advisable to keep the 
long wiry growth compact. Vigorous 


new plants will quickly throw out 
willowy growth; the more this long new 
growth is cut back, the more dense the 
plant will become. Whenever a_ long 
cane is cut off. several new canes immedi- 
ately push out where the cut was made. 

In June, multiflora 
pletely covered with pinkish white blooms 
like those of a small single old-fashioned 
rambler rose. These last for a couple 
of weeks. All summer the plants are 
green and full; in early fall thousands 
of decorative red berries’ appear. These 
are a favorite food of many birds, so 
they may not last more than a few 
weeks. 

There are some thorns, but they are 
not so numerous as to be any problem, 
nor are they as dangerous or sharp as 
barberry thorns. This sort of hedge 
is not dangerous to children, yet makes 
an impenetrable planting which they 
cannot crawl through or trample down. 
If you want a foolproof hedge which 
will grow and grow but which requires 
virtually no care, by all means try the 
multiflora rose.»

March Pointers 


Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By P. J. MeKENNA

ARCH winds can do more damage 
to some plants than the hard 
freezes of winter. Plants are now 


moving from a dormant to an active 
state. Growth impulses take place not 
in the roots, but in the buds, which are 
exposed to all changes in temperature. 





Early peas of the smooth-seeded type 
such as Alaska may be sown this month, 


20 





Azaleas, forsythia and other early-flower- 
ing shrubs become active with the slight- 
est rise in temperature. Chill, drying 
winds can harm even plants under cover. 
Be careful therefore, about uncovering 
plants too soon; although covered, many 
will have started into growth. Sudden 





Onion sets can be planted in milder 
areas now, need less care than seeds, 


exposure at this time can be disastrous, 
Uncover gradually, leaving some protec- 
tive covering until the new growth be- 
comes acclimated. 


Flower Shows 


The big spring flower shows give us 
some release from the urge to “get going” 
in the garden. Take full advantage of 
these spectacles. Sure, they're glamour- 
ized, and perhaps certain plant combina- 
tions which would not naturally bloom 
together may disturb your sense of the 
practical. But consider the skill and 
knowledge involved in forcing the many 
plants into growth and bloom for a spe- 
cific date—even to outmaneuvering the 
weather! Try to get a glimpse of the 
background, not just the effect. Take 
a notebook along. Look through the 
pamphlets you are bound to collect. Ask 
questions. Study and appraise plant ma- 
terial and combinations. Study the re- 
actions of your fellow gardeners as well 





as those who are not gardeners, 
Outdoor Preparation 


In the milder parts of the northern 
area, digging and seeding can begin 
from mid-March to late March, or just 
as soon as the frost is out of the ground. 
This year vegetables will. receive more 
emphasis than ever. Like the pioneers, 
we are necessarily being forced to live 
closer to the soil. Fortunate is he who 
has a piece of land to till. There’s a sat- 
isfaction beyond measure in making it 
productive. 

If your ground is workable now, get 
your plowing or digging done. Lighter 
soils can be put into shape sooner than 
heavier soils. The latter can be improved 
in texture by adding coarse sand or coal 
ashes. Sawdust will supply some organic 
matter, but do not use too much of it. 
Organic matter is an absolute must; 
without it, production cannot be main- 
tained. Green cover crops, compost, 
manure, leafmold or plain refuse are all 
good sources. With any of these, use 
3 pounds of superphosphate and 3 
pounds of a complete fertilizer per 100 
square feet. Add half the fertilizer to 
the soil at digging time, the other half 
on the surface at the final preparation 
stage. 


Use of Lime 


You will need lime for all vegetables 
except potatoes. If you use quantities 
of organic matter, lime is absolutely 
necessary. It is both a soil food and a 
plant food. Lime neutralizes acids in 
the soil which result from decomposition 
of organic matter, thereby benefiting bac- 
terial action. Heavy clay soils are made 
more friable and their structure improved. 
Lime supplies plants with calcium; a 
lime deficiency in the plant will mean a 
deficiency in food value. 
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Beginners’ Corner 


@ Improving the physical condition 
of the soil is one of the most impor- 
tant aspects of soil preparation. Its 
aim is to encourage maximum plant 


growth. Reducing the soil to the 
granular condition known as “tilth” 
insures good root action, aeration, 


balanced water movement and a better 
delivery of plant food elements to the 


roots. 
Although a tilth may be readily 
obtained in light, sandy soils, it is 


more difficult to effect in heavier soil 
or in one with more clay content. In 
these soils the need for porosity be- 
greater. Digging or otherwise 
working them when wet ruins the soil 
structure for a long time. They turn 
plastic like putty, bake hard when 
dry, then shrink and crack, becom- 
ing impervious to water. Root de- 
velopment is retarded and air, so 
necessary to root growth, is all but 
excluded. It is best to work such soils 
they are just for they 
then break down readily.

Other materials 
useful in improving the physical con-

A heavy soil receiving quantities of 
organic matter requires from 40 to 50 


pounds of lime to 1,000 square feet, 
2.000 pounds to the acre. A medium loam 
requires 30 pounds of lime, and a light, 
sandy soil, 20 to 25 pounds. This refers 


or 


to agricultural lime, not hydrated or 
builders’ lime. Agricultural lime can be 
used with seed. manure and most fer- 


tilizers without harm. Not so the other 
kind. Lime is best spread on the surface 
of the soil after the initial working, when 
it is rough, and worked into the surface. 


Sowing Seeds 


In the milder the first 
ing of beets, carrots, radishes and turnips 
can be made now. Drills 12 to 20 inches 
apart A little superphos- 
phate in the drill will aid germination 
and initial growth. Onion sets or seeds 
can be planted now, too. Seeds, produce 
the best onions but require a rich: soil 
and more attention. Early peas of the 
smooth-seeded type such as Alaska, Early 
Bird and Mammoth Podded may be 
sown now; the wrinkled type may be 
sown later in the season. 

It’s time now to sow hardy annuals— 
sweet peas, cornflowers, larkspur and 
poppies.

Pruning of shade and fruit trees was 
discussed in last Pointers. 

Shrubs bloom from July on 
should be pruned now. These may be 
cut back as much as desired. Except 
for the pink and blue hydrangea, it 
matters litthke where the cut is made. 
Prune this hydrangea by cutting off the 
tips of the young shoots or canes below 
the third or fourth bud and by cutting 
out a few of the older canes at the 
base. Rose of Sharon and the PeeGee 
hydrangea should be pruned by cutting 
into the old hard stems instead of merely 
cutting the Better flowers will 
result. 

Clematis should be pruned in accord- 
ance with its habit of bloom. The fall- 
flowering C. paniculata should be cut 
back to within 3 inches of the ground 
unless the plant is covering a large 
area. Even then a drastic cutting back 
will produce more profusion of bloom.

The spring-flowering C. 
C. m. rubens may be pruned severely 
right after flowering. C. jackmani and 
the summer-flowering hybrids should be 
pruned sparingly. Merely cut out any 
weak, dead or very old stems. 


Lawn Care 


Sow grass seed on level or near level 
areas, especially if your lawn was made 
last fall. This will help build a thick 
stand of ground and may be done whether 
the grass has thawed or is still frozen. 
The seed will germinate early. Plant 
food, if needed, can be applied later. 
Rolling may be done later, also. 


Dormant Spraying 


A thorough spraying now, while trees 
are dormant and before new growth 
on evergreens begins, will do much to 
head off trouble later. Many gardeners 
wait until insects and disease have gained 
a foothold before going into action. A 
dormant spray is used to control scale 
insects on lilacs, euonymus, pachysandra 
and fruit trees. The material used is 
miscible oil, obtainable commercially 
under such names as Scalicide, Sulfacide 
or D-X. Each spray must be used as di- 
rections indicate. Oil cannot be used on 
Japanese maple, beech, sugar maple or 
larch. Nor should it be used on ever- 
greens like the spruce. For galls on 
spruce use 2 teaspoonsful of nicotine 
sulphate and 1% ounce of good laundry 
soap in 1 gallon of water. Dormant 
sprays should never be applied when 
the temperature is below 45° nor if the 


leaves show as much as 14 inch of green.

ance with its use. For seeds and seed- 
lings, use a 6-inch layer of a soil mix- 
ture containing 1 part each of soil, sand 
and leafmold. (Peatmoss or well de- 
cayed compost may be substituted.) 
All ingredients should be sifted through 
a 14-inch screen. To a bushel of this 
mixture, add 1 tablespoon of super- 
phosphate and % tablespoon of agri- 
cultural lime. If you sow seed in pans 
or flats, set these on a layer of sand in 
your coldframe until the transplanting 
stage. Until the weather gets warm, 
cover the sash at night with hay or mats, 
Also draw the soil up around the out- 
side of the coldframe for greater insula- 
tion. 

Cabbage, lettuce, broccoli, celery, 
onions and even tomatoes can be sown in 
your coldframe, as well as sweet peas 
and larkspur in 3-inch pots. All can be 
transplanted within the frame or, with 
the exception of tomatoes, set outdoors 
sometime in April. Watering, when 
needed, should be done in the morning. 
Avoid opening the sash suddenly. A 
rush of cold air in a warm frame may 
cripple your plants.»

NY packet of seed labeled “Zinnia” 
will produce a reasonable facsimile 
of the flower we know by that name. 
But what fantastic flower might bloom 
from a packet of seed marked “Golden 
Flower of the Incas” or “South African 
Veldt Flower” or “Star of Argentine?” 
Anything can happen in such a planting 
adventure and sometimes does. Here is 
the spice of gardening! 

In our West Virginia garden we try 
out as many new plants as space and 
time allow. Come what may, we are 
ever ready to try again, for we have 
found the surest way to avoid gardening 
doldrums is to grow something new and 
different each year. 


Our most recent adventure had all 
cur neighbors exclaiming, “What on 
earth are those gorgeous flowers?” 


“Cockscomb,” we replied. Wait a mo- 
ment before you shrug your shoulders 
and turn up your noses; you probably 
remember only grandmother’s dull, 
dreary dried stuff. But even Chanticleer 
himself cannot boast such plumage as 
these flowers have. Even the foliage is 
gay and bright. Our proud beauties were 
the new Gilbert hybrids—Maple Gold, 
Rose Beauty and others—grown along- 
side the feathered Celosia plumosa—Fire 
Feather, Golden Feather and _ others. 
Such an array of colors and shapes all 
summer long! Slender miniature combs, 
like those of some Spanish senorita, 
waved on slim stems. Thick plumy 
spikes of brightest scarlet spired and 
curved above scarlet-flushed foliage. 
Graceful plumes of startling cerise 


lloomed beside cattail sprays of dark 
maroon. The “Golden Cock’s” plumage 
was indeed rivaled by the brilliance of 





these orange, gold, chartreuse and 
lemon “feathers.” 

All our cockscombs were magnificent 
as cut flowers. We preferred to enjoy 
them as fresh flowers rather than save 
them to dry for winter bouquets. We 
cut them as fast as they appeared, sav- 
ing only enough for a spectacular dis- 
play outdoors. Pleasing combinations of 
celosia alone or with other flowers seemed

Dianthus, the annual pink, is familiar, 
but when a pink has uniformly good 
large crimson flowers, such as Westwood 
Beauty, it is indeed worth noting. Pinks 
are easily grown from early spring-sown 
seed. One of our annual Westwood 
Beauty plants lived overwinter. This 
year we can try the new near-hardy 
dianthus Double Gaiety in red, pink and 
maroon shades. 

Gazanias are odd little daisy-like 
flowers from the South African veldt. 
They may be grown as annuals in cold 
sections of the country or as pot plants. 
The blooms are golden yellow to golden 
orange with a dark center and a distinct 
dash at each petal’s base, like a thread 
or ribbon run through it. 

Good for cutting is the blue laceflower, 
Trachymene coerulea (Didiscus coeru- 
leus). Another name for it is blue 
Queen Anne’s lace. Although the blue 
variety is smaller than the familiar white 
form, both belong to the carrot family. 
Seed of the blue laceflower sown in 
May will bloom from July until frost. 
Sections of the country which have cool 
summers suit it admirably. 

Also happiest where heat is not ex- 
treme is Clarkia elegans, a native North 
American annual found in the mountain- 
ous regions of California, where it be- 
came known as the Rocky Mountain 
garland. The Indians knew and treas- 
ured the wild form known as “Little Red 
Maids.” The name clarkia was given 
it in honor of Captain William Clark 
of the famed Lewis and Clark expedition 
to the West. Named hybrids are now 
available in several colors. When clarkia 
matures it reaches a height of 2 feet or 
so, with blooms which remind one of 
flowering almond blossoms, double stocks 
or tiny roses. These open at each leaf 
joint as the spire grows upward. Each 
slim stem may be cut when the first 
bed opens and will continue to bloom in 
water until the last bud unfolds. Poor 
soil is a necessity. For good bloom on 
pet plants, roots should be pot-bound. 
Seed should be sown early, but plants 
will not bloom until warm weather. 


Background Plants 


For tall background plants we tried 
cleome Giant Pink Queen, an improved 
hybrid in a better color than the old- 
fashioned spider-flower. Graceful salmon 
pink flowers with long spidery stamens 
continue to open at the top of the 3- to 
4-foot stalks. Beneath the blooms seed 
pods form on long slim stems. Easy to 
grow and exotic in effect, cleome can be 
used to advantage in spectacular ar- 
rangements, Helen Campbell is a new 
pure white cleome introduced this year.

Newcomers to the West Coast. in 
ticular, want a garden which will 


good results with a minimum of time and 


par- 
give 


expense. More and more my own gar- 
den is becoming one of easy-to-grow 
plants. On my hillside are plants from 


many lands that can take the Coast's cool 
fog in summer, storms in winter. a soil 
that is littke more than gravel and not 
much ‘water during periods of drought. 
And I have year-round bloom! 

If you have a lawn you are committed 
to weekly watering and mowing and to 
hours of spring weeding. But if you use 
labor-saving plants (in most West Coast 
climates. drought-enduring plants) near 
a lawn they will soon show their dislike 
of overwatering. Such plants, however. 
would not resent being placed close to 
one of the hardier lawn substitutes used 
on the West Coast. At the edge of such 
a tough groundcever could 


you use 


shrubs, bulbs. perennials and annuals 
which have similar requirements. 
Southern California 


Several Southern California nurseries 
now carry choice polyanthus primroses. 
Visit them as soon as possible and see 
these primulas in flower. They can be 
moved safely while in full bloom. so that 
you can easily create a ready-made gar- 
den picture. Put “the plants where they 
will have a litthe morning sun and plenty 
of afternoon shade. If the soil is sandy, 
enrich it with old manure; if it is heavy, 
add leafmold. peat and sand. Fishmeal 
or cottoonseed meal helps to produce fine 
blossoms. Next year the plants will prob- 
ably need dividing. This should be done 
just after they have flowered. This 
month is the time to take chrysanthemum 
cuttings. Use the tops of the suckers 
from last year’s plants. There 
be three or four nodes on each cutting. 
Bury each cutting half its length in clean, 
sharp sand.

vigor. Some flower as early as March, 
but the peak of bloom is in April and 
May. One cool year my bushes (mostly 
grown from seed sent me from England) 
began to blossom late in January and 
wound up with scattered flowers in 
August. At that time most of them were 
heavy with black seed pods. 

Take a look at Dorothy Walpole. a 
May-blooming broom which is quite dis- 
tinctive with its 3- to 7-inch spikes of 
dainty red and purple flowers. Geoffry 
Skipwith, one of the earliest to bloom, 
has a creamy pink banner and keel and 
dark crimson wings. Pomona, orange 
and apricot, is a powerful grower and 
should be placed at a distance from other 
plants or it will crowd out weaker neigh- 
bors. St. Mary, which is lower than the 
average broom, is delightful when cov- 
ered with white bloom. McGill is a red- 
and-white dwarf. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


The lily-turfs, Liriope muscari and its 
varieties and Mondo (Ophiopogon) jab- 
uran, are adapted to the Big Valley gar- 
den in shade and borders where the sun 
is not too strong. The roots spread by 
means of stolons, often becoming sod; 
the evergreen foliage resembles coarse

small, drooping flowers, carried in quan- 
tity close to the stem, may be violet-blue, 
lilac or white. You can find these plants 
in at least one California nursery. 
Liriope muscari and L. spicata are only 
about 8 inches high; L. 
Mondo jaburan are much taller.

You can improve the quality of next 
year’s flowering bulbs by applying ferti- 
lizer now. Old manure is a good mulch; 
phosphates and potash are particularly 
needed to help bulbs store up food while 
they are in active growth. In making up 
your list of summer bulbs. don’t forget 
two that are so tender that they must be 
taken up in the fall: ismene (Hymeno- 
callis calathina), from tropical America. 
and Mexican tuberose (Polianthese tube- 
rosa), which is called a tuberose because 
of its tubers, not because it looks like a 
rose. Ismene bears large spicily frag- 
rant flowers which resemble cream- 
colored daffodils. It should be planted 
between the middle of May and the 
middle of July. See that the bulb 
planted 6 inches deep in rich soil in a 
sunny location and do not let it dry out. 
As for the Mexican tuberose, you can 
hurry the bloom along by potting up the 
bulbs late this month and keeping them 
in the house until they can be set out in 
May. The fragrant white flowers, which 
may be single or double. are carried on 
tall stems.

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As soon as these appear, remove the 
earth muich from the stems and, use 
peat or pine needles instead. Fertilize 
well, 


BULBS to be planted now include the 
summer and fall lilies. Use the fine old 
crinums and the milk-and-wine lily, with 
strong, upright stems. These have such 
a strong and heavy head of buds: that 
they must be staked to hold them up- 
right, but the lovely flowers will bloom 
all summer long. Planted on the edge of 
a flower border with petunias or verbenas 
set in front of them, they will make 
a fine showing for many months. 

The butterfly or ginger lily (hedy- 
chium) is a fall-blooming lily of the same 
type as the crinums. Both are very fine 
and easily grown. Members of the 
amaryllis family, they do not require 
deep planting. grow best in half-shade 
in a good loamy soil. After about five 
years the bulbs may be lifted and sepa- 
rated and new plantings made. 


HEMEROCALLIS add color to many 
gardens. There are many lovely new hy- 
brids each year. Especially desirable are 
the yellow Annis Victoria Russell and 
Queen of Gonzales. both of which are 
evergreen. The pinks are superb and 
there soft and salmon tones. 
Pink Tiara and Wax Soldier are ever- 
green; Fairyland, Another and 
Love Call are dormant. Deep rich reds 
aie found in Black Prince, Nokomis, 
Tejas and Painted Lady, all of which 
are “musts” for fine collection. 
Hemerocallis bloom in my garden from 
early spring to late fall, and each one 
is a daily joy indoors or out. 


BOXWOODS now need _ attention. 
With pruning shears, clip out dead twigs 
and cut off those that are growing too 
tall. Then plant each twig you cut, after 
first dipping them in rooting powder. 
Soon your line of boxwood will extend 
itself on and on. If you give them shade 
and water them freely, every slip should 
grow. 


NASTURTIUM seed sown now will 
bloom freely in a few months. Do not 
give nasturtiums too much fertilizer; they 
seem to like poor soil. Gerberas and 
pinks sown in flats will be ready to move 
to the borders in about six weeks. You 
can also buy plants of these as well as 
ot verbenas and petunias.

Instead of having to contem- 
plate less and poorer gardening. then, we 
can all plan for more and better garden- 
ing this year than ever.

HE two chief reasons for growing 
more food crops at home in 1951 
are, first, to help maintain a balanced 
family budget and. second, to help feed 
the people of allied nations. 

There’s no doubt that we'll have to 
bear heavier and heavier taxes, and 
there’s also no doubt that prices of many 
commodities will continue to rise for at 
least some months ‘to come. With both 
taxes and prices working against us, it’s 
only common sense to save money by 
producing cheaply something we'd other- 
wise have to buy expensively. 

There’s no likelihood, of course, that 
anyone in America will face hunger 
within the foreseeable future under any 
foreseeable circumstances. But unfor- 
tunately the same cannot be said for all 
the people of friendly nations. The more 
food each American family produces for 
itself, however. the more of our com- 
mercially produced food there'll be for 
our friends in foreign lands. Further- 
more, human nature being what it is, 
the more food we can share with others. 
the more friends we’re likely to have, 
and so the greater will be our strength 
as against that of our enemies. 


yey to say. no one would bene- 
fit from our producing more vege- 
tables and fruit than could be consumed 
as they mature or would be preserved by 
canning or freezing. Wasted home-grown 
foodstuffs, in fact, would represent an 


vba 


actual loss of valuable time, seed, fertil- 
izer, water, and so on. No one, therefore, 
should grow more than canbe definitely 
put to use. 

It would be equally pointless and 
wasteful to try to grow vegetables or 
fruits in places where the sunlight or 
the soil fertility and moisture aren’t suf- 
ficient to maintain them. So if there’s 
any question about the suitability of a 
location to food crop raising. don’t start 
operations until you’ve sought the ad- 
vice of your state college. agricultural 
experiment station or county agent. 

If you’re going to grow more fruits 
and vegetables this year, grow only as 
many as you can actually use, and grow 
them well. 


LOWER growing, we all know, is of 

even greater value to a population in 
time of stress and crisis than in time of 
peace and tranquility. It nourishes the 
spirit of man without taking from him 
any of the materials that provide for his 
physical wellbeing and protection. 

But flower growing needs no cham- 
pioning among FLower Grower readers 
whose lives revolve around it year in and 
year out. The one point that can be made 
here, however, is that we'd all be better 
off if more people took up flower grow-

The Lawn Comes First 


Here’s how to improve your present lawn or build a new one 


By RALPH E. ENGEL HAT are the prospects for your lawn this 


summer? If they're not too good you still 
have time this spring to take steps that 


will give you a better lawn next summer.

material needs. What are the 
soil requirements for lime and fertilizer? How 
much lawn seed will you need? Does your lawn 
mower need sharpening or adjusting? 

Next, set up a time schedule for liming, fer- 
tilizing and reseeding. Weather may not permit 























































doing a task on any fixed day, but each job 
should be finished during the most favorable 
period in the season. 

The first task is checking the lawn mower. 
Be ready to start the season with a smooth- 
cutting, sharp machine in proper adjustment— 
the mower should not be set lower than 14 
inches for most lawns. 

The weather will determine the start of the 
first outdoor work, which is the removal of any 
excess accumulation of leaves or litter. This 
will prevent smothering the grass that lies under- 
neath. Newly sown lawns are especially sus- 
ceptible to this type of injury. 

The soil may need lime to encourage the 
best grass growth. If fall application was not 
possible, apply this in early spring. Many soils 
require 50 to 75 pounds of ground limestone 
per 1,000 square feet every two or three years. 

Reseeding of bare areas in late winter is 
often helpful and time-saving. Although it may 
not be possible to work the soil then, you can 
get good results whenever alternate freezing 
and thawing permit the seed to work into the 
surface. This method, commonly known as 
dormant seeding, is easy and tends to give the 
grass an earlier start. 

Spring is the last chance to get the lawn in 
good condition before warm weather arrives. 
Usually turf becomes poorer as summer pro- 
gresses. Once hot weather arrives, further im- 
provement must wait for cooler days in the fall. 

Take full advantage of favorable spring 
weather by applying the needed fertilizer at the 
start of the growing season. In the vicinity 
of northern New Jersey and New York City 
this date is approximately April 1. The amount 
and type of fertilizer required may vary with 
the soil conditions. Usually an application of 
20 pounds of a 5-10-5 fertilizer or 10 pounds

of a 10-6-4 fertilizer per 1,000 square feet will 
give sufficient stimulation. 

Be sure the grass and the surface of the soil 
are dry before applying the fertilizer If they 
are wet, severe grass injury may occur unless 
an immediate and thorough watering is given 
to wash the fertilizer into the soil. Uneven 
application of fertilizer can also injure the grass. 
A spreader will aid in distributing the fer- 
tilizer uniformlye but if, none is available satis- 
factory work can ‘be done by careful hand appli- 
cation. Spreading half of the fertilizer from one 
direction and the other half at right angles to 
this will aid distribution. Also, some gardeners 
prefer to put half the required amount on at 
ten-day to two-week intervals. 

Bare spaces may still exist in the lawn at the 
time of fertilization. Any spots that are 6 to 8 
inches in diameter or larger should be seeded. 
Loosen and prepare the soil with a steel rake, 
hoe or spade and apply the desired grass seed. 
Then rake the surface very lightly. Early come 
pletion of this job is also important. 

Dandelions, buckhorn and broad-leaved plan- 
tain need no longer make your lawn unattrac- 
tive, since these weeds can be killed readily 
with 2, 4-D. This chemical must be used with 
caution to avoid injury to flowers, shrubs or 
trees. The best time to use it is approximately 
April 15, just before the dandelions start to 
blossom. Follow the directions on the container 
and you will be amazed at the results. 

Good lawns can be made in the spring, yet 
it should be remembered that better results can 
be obtained with less effort if a lawn is planted 
in late August or early September. If a choice 
exists, wait until next August. If it is abso- 
lutely necessary to seed the lawn in spring, com- 
plete the job at the earliest date. Seeding after 
mid-April is a big gamble; so much so that if 
the soil is infested with crabgrass seed, or if 
the cost of seed is important, it is better to plant 
a temporary lawn of rye grass or redtop and 
make the permanent seeding in August. 

Spring weather does not offer many extended 
periods suitable for making a new lawn. In 
order, to capitalize on all good weather, plan 
the work and have the necessary materials avail- 
eble. Most soils should receive 50 to 75 pounds 
of ground limestone and 30 to 50 pounds of a 
5-10-5 or similar fertilizer per 1,000 square feet. 

Use a suitable lawn seed mixture at the 
rate of 3 to 4 pounds per 1,000 square feet. 
In purchasing seed, remember that Kentucky 
bluegrass, red fescue (such as Chewing’s fescue) 
and Colonial bentgrass are the only grasses 
for general lawn use. Poa trivialis and velvet 
bent, in addition to Chewing’s fescue, are useful 
on shaded lawns. Excessive quantities of other 
grasses generally are undesirable. 

Many soils could be improved by the addi- 
tion of organic matter or topsoil. While these 
materials make the turf easier to maintain, 
they are not always an absolute essential. Fre- 
quently their scarcity and cost or other factors 
do not justify their use. Heavy clay soils or 
very sandy soils may be improved by the addi- 
tion of well-composted organic matter at the rate

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Rose Growing 


Everyone can grow roses! Just follow these simple

OSES are an irresistible temptation. 

If you have not already planted a few 

in your garden you'll succumb to 
their charms eventually. Perhaps you’ve 
tried your luck and have reached the 
conclusion that you can’t grow roses. 
There is no reason why you should not 
succeed if you go about growing them 
in the right way. 

Roses are quite tolerant of a wide 
variety of soils and locations, but they 
insist upon being planted in soil where 
drainage is good. Given average soil 
and a reasonable amount of sunlight. 
there is no better garden subject than 
the rose. 

Probably the most important consider- 
ation in growing roses is to buy good 
plants from a reliable nurseryman. Mis- 
handled bargain stock is usually a poor 
investment and has two strikes against it 
before it is ever planted. On the other 
hand, a good plant may cost a bit more 
but is usually correctly labeled, and 
with proper care has a productive life of 
from 15 to 20 years. 

There is still time to order for plant- 
ing this spring. If the weather makes it 
impossible to plant the roses immedi- 
ately upon arrival, the unopened package 
may be placed in a cool spot for a few 
days without harm. If the delay is to be 
a long one, the package should be opened 
and the plants heeled-in by placing them 
in a trench in the garden and covering 
them with soil. At no time should the 
plants be allowed to dry out. 


Although roses may be planted either 
in the spring or fall, spring planting is 
safe everywhere provided it is done 
early enough. The one serious disadvan- 
tage to spring planting in locations where 
the soil is exceptionally heavy and soggy

onto the wild rootstock) should be below, 
at or above the surface of the bed. In 
locations where winter injury may occur 
it is advisable to set the plant so the 
knob is about an inch below the surface. 
Where winter injury is not a problem the 
bud union may be level with, or slightly 
above, the surface. 

Most of our popular modern roses are 
of the hybrid tea class and will with- 
stand temperatures of .15° to 20° with- 
out protection, though the bud 
union is above the surface. In locations 
where the minimum is much lower, it is 
not only best to plant with the union be- 
low the surface, but also to mound earth 
around and over the plant in the fall. 

The hole should be dug so that it is 
large enough to accommodate the roots 
without crowding or crossing so that they 
will have a maximum area in which to 
forage for food. Any exceptionally long 
or injured roots should be cut off, but 
the removal of roots should be held to 
a minimum, 


even 


Roots of the hybrid tea— 
actually the rootstock upon which it is 
budded—develop slowly after planting. 
Unnecessary butchering of the root sys- 
tem will handicap the plant for a long 
period. 

After the rose has been planted, it 
should be protected from the drying 


effects of sun and: wind until it becomes 
established. This usually requires from 
ten days to two weeks and can be ac- 
complished by mounding soil around the 
plant or burlap, 
straw or other material; the latter ma- 
terials should be removed on a cloudy

or rainy day. 

Many nurseries ship plants that are 
pruned “ready to plant,” but if all canes 
are cut back to 10 or 12 inches, or even 
less, the plants take hold better and 
soen catch up with those that. have not 
been cut back. 

The mound of soil placed around old 
established plants the preceding fall 
should be removed as soon as all danger 
of a heavy freeze is past. It is better to 
remove this earth mound early and al- 
low the plants to harden gradually than 
to leave it on until growth begins in the 
spring. The new tender growth is likely 
to be seriously injured by a freeze that 
would effect on the almost 
dormant wood of a plant exposed to 
the air early in the season. 

The matter of spring pruning is also

ARDEN color well into November— 

that’s what hardy chrysanthemums 

can provide. The first frost of au- 
tumn formerly put an end to the parade 
of flowers, but now fall can be just as col- 
orful as spring. 

Dozens of hardy chrysanthemum varie- 
ties, ranging in color from white to deep- 
est red and purple in a multitude of sizes 
and shapes, can bloom in your garden 
when other plants have passed their 
peak. Many of these chrysanthemums 
withstand early frosts, even freezes, and 
still produce a mass of bloom which is 
just as fine as if frost had not touched 
them. 

In establishing a new planting of 
hardy chrysanthemums, the requisites 
are healthy plants and proper soil and 
location. Chrysanthemums are not par- 
ticular about soil requirements; clay 
loam is excellent, but fairly sandy soils 
also suit them. In sandy soils more wa- 
tering and fertilization are required dur- 
ing the summer months, but this care is 
often repaid with unusually abundant 
brilliant flowering. 

For best results there should be a 
generous supply of plant food, espe- 
cially nitrogen, in the soil during the 
early stages of growth. Soils should be 
well fertilized with thoroughly decom- 
posed stable manure, leaves, rotted saw- 
dust or other organic matter. These ma- 
terials should be worked into and through 
the soil before planting. The principal 
requisite for site or exposure is plenty 
of sunlight. Plants in full or part shade 
will become tall and leggy and have but 
few flowers.

actively growing 4- to 6-inch cuttings that 
are well rooted. Avoid those with stems 
already brittle or hard. These can be 
grown into satisfactory plants, but it is 
dificult to get them to produce many 
side shoots near soil level to give the 
desired low, full bush. 

Plants should be spaced 1% to 2 feet 
apart. After the soil about the base of 
the newly set plant has been firmed 
down, one or two cupfuls of water ap- 
plied near the stem will settle the soil 
more completely around the roots. If 
the soil is a clay loam. avoid stirring it 
as long as it remains wet; wait until the 
water has completely entered the soil, 
then draw some dry soil over the wet 
area, being careful not to cover the 
plant. 

If the weather is mild and the soil 
warm, the newly set plants should begin 
to show renewed growth within four 
days to a week. Then they can be fer- 


tilized with three or four tablespoonsful 
of ammonium sulphate, or similar nitro- 
gen fertilizer over a 1-foot circle around 
the plant. Make certain that none of 
the fertilizer comes in contact with either 
the leaves or stem. Lightly mix this fer- 
tilizer into the soil and water it in—un- 
less you’re forunate enough to do this 
job just before a penetrating rain. As 
soon as the soil surface has dried (within 
a day or two) stir up the soil surface if 
it has become compacted, but avoid 
doing this while it is wet. 

Following this application of fertilizer, 
the young plants should rapidly produce 
lush green growth. At this point, start 
training the plants. When each plant 
has reached a height of about a foot, 
cut it back heavily, so it is about 6 inches 
high. This seems like drastic treatment, 
but the final results will be rewarding. 
The cut-off tops may be rooted as ad- 
ditional cuttings and can be expected to 
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bloom if they are set out before July 1. 

The base of the plant will soon pro- 
duce new shoots in the angles of the 
remaining leaves, especially if the plants 
were making vigorous growth at the time 
of pruning. If this remaining stem be- 
comes very hard and woody before top- 
ping, only one or two of the uppermost 
buds will break into shoots. This results 
in sparse, spindling plants with brittle 
branches that are easily broken off. 

Let us assume, however, that four to 
six buds have started into shoots, as they 
should when well grown. Allow these 
shoots to attain a height of a foot or 
slightly more and then cut these back 
until only about 6 inches of the. lower 
portion remains. Just as the main stem 
forced outside shoots, these branches 
will produce several sturdy ones. Another 
dressing of fertilizer may be applied 
shortly after this second pruning. 

If the plants were set out early and 
are making good growth, the second set 
of side shoots will attain sufficient length 
before forming flower buds. They. in 
turn, may be cut back to about 6 inches 
in length. Each of these shoots will also 
produce several strong branches. Thus 
the plants will have been cut back two 
or even three times by early August, at 
which time cutting back should cease, 
since flower bud formation takes place 
then. Pruning up to this time will not 
delay flowering. 

This much cutting back will give 
dense bushes often 2 feet across, laden 
with shoots 14 to 18 inches in length 
with heavy bloom at their tips. These 
stems are well suited for cutting or 
decorative use, as well as a grand dis- 
play of bloom in the garden. 

In some varieties additional shoots 
will spring from the ground around the 
base of the main stem, especially under 
good conditions. The earliest may need 
to be cut back at least once, as the rest 
of the plant has been. 

Of course you may omit this topping 
and secure a taller plant of more up- 
right growth which usually must be tied 
to a stake to prevent it from falling 
over. These taller plants should be 
more liberally fertilized throughout the 
summer, A few of the earliest flowering 
varieties should not be heavily fertilized, 
nor do they require such cutting back. 
For example, Early Harvest, Zantha, the 
low-growing border types and the Eng- 
lish lilliputs are in this class. 

To do their best, chrysanthemums 
should be kept in vigorous growth 
throughout the summer by fertilization. 
It is best if the fertilizer is given in 
small doses at several successive periods 
during the summer, ceasing application 
about the time flower buds are the size 
of small shot. If continued much after 
this. the colors will be less brilliant, the

You Can Grow Blueberries 


With good varieties, acid soil and routine care—you'll get results

ANY people have the false impres- 
sion that blueberries can’t be grown 
in the home garden. , Since the high- 
bush blueberry, Vaccinium corymbosum. 
is commonly found 
swampy 


growing in low. 
places, gardeners believe it 
thrives best in such locations. Actually, 
the blueberry is more tolerant of these 


conditions than many other plants and in 
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these places has less competition from 
other vegetation. Taken from the swamp 
and planted in a fertile soil, it will thrive 
much better. 

Soil plays an important part in the 
culture of blueberries. They like a good 
water supply in a fertile soil that is well- 
drained and aerated. The soil should 
also have plenty of organic matter, and 
above all it should be acid—blueberries 
grow best in a pH range of 4.5 to 5.0. 

The fact that blueberries like such an 


acid soil might seem to create a problem 
to gardeners whose soil is more alkaline. 
But this can easily be overcome by in- 
corporating acid organic matter into the 
soil around the roots of the plants. Wood- 
land turf, fallen oak leaves or peatmoss 
(about a bushel per plant worked in at 
planting time) should do the trick. 
Although plants may be set out suc- 
cessfully in the fall, spring planting is 
usually preferred. The plants are or-

Some thought should be given to the location you have for 
them before the plants are ordered.

Coarse gravelly soils 
are susceptible to drought, but if supplied with ample organic 
matter, mulched and irrigated occasionally, fair crops of 
berries may be produced. Land on which water stands more 
than a few hours after a heavy rain is not suitable.

Grass sods are usually unsuitable for strawberries, as they 
often harbor white grubs which are very fond of the roots. 
A piece of ground in a well-cared-for vegetable garden is a 
good place to grow strawberries. 

Soil preparation is the same as~for vegetables or flowers. 
Small areas may be spaded and raked until a good tilth is 
obtained; larger areas are plowed and harrowed. Straw- 
berries generally do better in soils well supplied with organic 
matter.

HE little glads—with florets not over 

3% inches across—are coming back 

into favor. Formerly shows glorified 
the towering 6-foot gladiolus spikes with 
6- to 7-inch florets to an extent that made 
it well nigh impossible for a small glad 
to win a ribbon or any sort of recogni- 
tion from the judges. Recently. how- 
ever, the different sizes of glads have 
been more clearly defined. 

Show committees are now giving sepa- 
rate listings to the little glads, so that 
they compete only with each other. Show- 
men are realizing they can win valuable 
points toward sweepstakes trophies with 
specimens of little glads as well as 
larger ones. Previously. the little ones 
were grown almost exclusively for use 
in arrangements. 

With the demand for little glads al- 
most doubled, many fanciers have 
searched diligently to rediscover and re- 
vive some of the worth-while small va- 
rieties which had become almost extinct. 
Tortunately, several have been found 
and stocks rebuilt. Hybridizers, too, 
have become increasingly interested in 
breeding new and better varieties of 
small glads. 

Small glads are beautiful. and beauty 
is not to be measured with a yardstick. 
Few people will contend that a hollyhock 
is superior to a delphinium just because 
it is taller. So a giant gladiolus is not 
necessarily more beautiful than a small 
one. 

You will find the same wide range of 
colors in the small glads as in the large 
ones—all colors, in fact, except true 
blue. There are light, medium and dark 
shades, bicolors, blends and_ blotched 
varieties. One color, green or chartreuse, 
is found only in the miniature and small

glads. The species glad, Gladiolus dra- 
cocephalus, is a miniature with tubular 
florets of mottled green, while the va- 
riety PeLLetier D’Otsy, pictured in the 
February FLower Grower, is an unusual 
shade of chartreuse, with reddish stip- 
pling on the throat and floret margins. 

Little glads have diversity of floret 
type and spike formation, Those who like 
the primulinus or hooded type of floret 
will find this type most prominent in 
ihe small glads. Some of the best little 
ORANGE ButterFLy, YELLOw Birp, 
Napia, Rusy and Berry Corp—fall in 
this category. 

This is not the only type of floret little 
elads have; some of the most intense 
ruffling of florets is to be found in the 
little ones. Outstanding examples of this 
are Bo-Prep, TWINKLEs, CRINKLETTE and 
CriNKLES. Then there is the fluted or 
needlepoint type of floret, of which 
JincGLEs is the best example. Florets 
with pointed, laciniated petals are com- 
monly found in the small type glads. As 
a matter of fact, this type is seldom en- 
countered in any but the small fry. LittLe 
GIANT is one of the best of these, but

The tubular type of floret, as seen in 
G. dracocephalus, is found only in the 
miniature gladiolus. And of course there 
is the plain-petaled floret, to be found in 
such varieties as Spot o’Rose, PALE 
Moon, FLrower Girt and Mrs. CALvin 
Cootince. Another feature found ex- 
clusively in some small glads is a distinct 
tace-up floret habit—the florets are in- 
clined straight upward like tulips. This 
is useful in certain types of arrangements. 

Another point in favor of little glads 
is that most of them have a grace and 
daintiness of spike, an effect produced by 
an airy wide spacing of the florets. This 
form of florescence is totally out of place 
in larger glads, but in small ones it is 
a decided enhancement. Not all small 
gluds are of this informal habit, how- 
ever, Several varieties have formal spikes 
with close-set florets: JiINGLES, ROSETTE, 
CrinkKLes and Dixie BELLE. 

Some growers, whose observations of 
small glads may not have been too keen, 
claim they open too few florets at a time. 
True, many open but four or five before 
the bottom one wilts, but 15 florets is the 


accepted requirement for over-all bud 
count for a good small glad, so 144 to 13 
of this total is obviously sufficient to 
produce the proper proportion and sym- 


metry. On the other- hand, some small 
glads (OrANGE ButterFLy, Arta, Ro- 
SETTE and YELLOW Birp) have taken 


“most open” honors on many occasions 
in recent shows. 

Also on the list of small glad assets is 
their high degree of usefulness. No home 
is too small to accommodate a graceful 
little arrangement or a 
spikes. It 
that cutting the large gladiolus down to 
a size which will fit into a vase and still 
not obscure other objects and people in 
the room is a gross waste of material 
and effort that could be avoided by grow- 
ing small glads, which would fit into the 
picture without having to be butchered. 
The color picture of Pelletier D’Oisy in 
the February FLower Grower shows how 
well suited small glads are for flower 
arrangement. 

Another point in favor of little glads 
is their desirable growing habit. Taken

F you have not grown vegetables be- 
fore or have not had much success in 
past attempts, it will prove helpful 


to consider some simple basic principles 


essential to the raising of full-sized, full- 
flavored, vitamin-rich specimens. 

What do vegetables need for full de- 
velopment? Let’s see how they grow; 
then it will be easier to understand their 
simple requirements. Take first the seed. 
What is it?. A little baby plant, not 
dead but dormant, awaiting proper con- 
ditions of warmth and moisture to begin 
a new cycle of life. With it is a small 
supply of food to tide it over the first 
stages of development, and the whole is 
wrapped in a protective cover. 

Seeds do not retain the element of life 
indefinitely; they die of disappointment 


if kept waiting too many years. They 
may have been kept in over-humid stor- 
age, or they may not have been strong 
seeds to start with. It is advisable to 
buy seeds with a high percentage of 
germination, particularly in the case of 
large-sized seeds such as peas, beans and 
corn. The small seeds, from cabbage 
to carrot, you are likely to sow much 
too thickly; there, high germination is 
not so important. 

Sown in the soil, the seed swells with 
moisture. The baby plant bursts its 
swaddling wrapper and grows in two 
directions: upward and downward. For 
its minute size it is strong, but if it is 
too far below the surface it will not be 
able to emerge. Seeds that are buried 
too deeply cause many garden disap- 
pointments. An old rule is “three times 
the diameter of the seed,” but this is 
rough rule-of-thumb; the larger seeds 
need greater depth. It is best to follow 
the planting directions given on the 
packet or in the seed catalogue.

Do You 
These Vegetables? 


By GORDON MORRISON, (Mich.) 


HE best of good gardens can only be grown from 

the best of good garden seeds. Science has been 

especially kind to seedsmen during the past half 
century. Modern vegetable breeding has enabled 
them to provide better varieties of vegetables for bet- 
ter gardens than our parents and their parents en- 
joved. 

Not so long ago it was thought that coarse growth of 
plants and inferior quality of raw produce were 
natural accompaniments of vigorous garden crops 
and high yields. Likewise, it was too commonly 
thought that finely bred varieties must necessarily be 
lacking in vigor and productivity. 

Now we know that hardiness, disease resistance, 
general cultural reliability and high yields go along 
with superb table quality as displayed in our better 
modern varieties of garden beans, cabbages, tomatoes, 
sweet corn and other vegetables. 

None of our ancestors could gather anything like 
the array of vegetable varieties that are available 
to gardeners of this generation. 

Listed below. under each of the more important 
kinds of vegetables. are some of the varieties that are 
unquestionably good, particularly for the home gar- 
den. These are described in greater detail in the 
catalogues of retail seedsmen.

What Makes 


Needs Grow? 


The germination requirements for various seeds differ 


By R. MILTON CARLETON 


F sowing seed were just a matter of 
| scattering the contents of a _ seed 

packet on the ground and having each 
seed sprout, a lot of disappointments 
would be taken out of gardening. Nearly 
every gardener has at some time expe- 
rienced failure in attempting to germi- 
nate seeds. The easiest explanation is 
“cld seed,” but this is often the most 
untrue. There are a number of factors 
involved in encouraging a seed to burst 
into growth. 

In an analysis I made several years 
ago, I found there were 112 factors which 
might affect seed germination. Super- 
ficially, the germination of flower seed 
calls for little than the proper 
heat, light and moisture. Much of the 


more 


success in seed germination can be at- 
tributed to the fact that 90 per cent of 
the species offered by seedmen are the 
easy, tough sorts that can endure wide 
variations in growing conditions and still 
survive. Usually it’s the remaining 10 
per cent that cause all the trouble. 

The most important varying factor is 
that of temperature. The ideal range 
varies widely with the species, and often 
between varieties within a single species. 
This is the result of the heterogeneous 
origin of the plants we grow in our 
eardens—we may combine daisies from 
Africa, lilies from China, marigolds from 


Central America, petunias from the 
Andes and zinnias from Mexico. Some 
of these demand low temperatures to

The Garden Clubs

ROM January until March, garden 

club interests center around the great 

flower shows which are held every 
year as a preview of spring. In the In- 
ternational Flower Show at Grand Cen- 
tral Palace. March 5 to 10, The Fed- 
erated Garden Clubs of New York State 
will cooperate with The Horticultural 
Society of New York. The New York 
Florists’ Club and the Garden Club of 
America in presenting one of the most 
magnificent displays of the year. Months 
of planning must precede the actual 
exhibition and it is always interesting to 
have a glance at the plans before the 
show opens. 

The garden club sections are designed 
by professional architects but the in- 
cidental planting and the execution of 
the landscaping and the creation of spe- 
cial exhibits are done by garden club 
members. 

If we could all be at Grand Central 
Palace on the day before the show opens 
we would have a chance to see the con- 
struction which underlies the lovely gar- 
dens. but the building must be clear of 
any persons who have no definite job 
to do. And so. I thought it would be in- 
teresting to present the plan of the 
Federated Garden Clubs of New York 
State. 

The state president, Mrs. Charles Hoff- 
man, has kindly given us the opportunity 
to see the plans. The theme of this 
year’s show, “Gardens for Town and 
Country,” indicates that anyone who 
visits the show will be able to pick up 
ideas which will be applicable to any 
small garden. On a platform 60 by 75 
feet, elevated 4 feet from the floor, will 
be ten miniature gardens suited to small 
modern ranch-type houses. They are to be 
designed for beauty and _ practicability. 
Edwin C. Howard of Westport, Conn., 
has designed the houses and gardens.

are the tough, hardy annuals, most of 
which can be sown just before the soil 
freezes hard for the winter and will 
germinate in early spring. These gen- 
erally require a temperature somewhere 
around 54° to start growth. They ac- 
tually begin to wake up at 42°, but 
sprouting is vigorous at 54°. Some seeds 
in this group, usually a trifle less re- 
sistant to cold yet able to survive winter, 
like 54° at night and up to 90° during 
the day. This alternating temperature 
pumps air and moisture into the seed 
coat and causes it to germinate, In na- 
ture, warm spring days and cool spring 
nights are just what these seeds require. 

Other seeds need alternating tempera- 
tures at higher levels or steady tempera- 
tures around 85°. There are many varia- 
tions of the temperature needs of seeds, 
but by and large. all seeds in general 
commerce can be germinated if the fol- 
lowing ranges can be provided: steady

54°, steady 68°, steady 86°, alternating 
between 54° nights and 91° days, and 
alternating ‘between 68° nights and 86 
days. These need not be exact; a varia- 
tion of three or four degrees on either 
side will still give good results. The 
creater the deviation, however, the lower 
the germination. 

One group of seeds causes real dif- 
ficulty. Before it will germinate, this 
group must have a brief exposure to 
direct sunlight after the seed has taken 
up moisture. Kentucky bluegrass is one 
of these. Obviously, seeds which need 
light cannot be covered with soil if they 
ale to grow. 

While old seed is often the reason 
for non-germination, the reverse may be 
true. In the case of snapdragon, for ex- 
ample. freshly picked seed will show 
a germination of 2 to 3 per cent, whereas 
the same seed a year later will ger- 
minate better than 85 per cent. The 
dianthus family, which includes pinks, 
sweet william and carnations, is notori- 
ously stubborn if fresh seed is sown; 
older seed germinates easily. This, how- 
ever, is taken into consideration by the 
seedmen; when the seed is sold it is 
ready to germinate.»

When the plant has developed its 
first true leaves, it has begun what is 
the most important manufacturing 
process on earth: the transformation of 
inorganic elements, which have no food 
value, into organic compounds, which 
have. From water absorbed by the roots 


and carbon dioxide taken in by the 
leaves from the air, sugar is formed. 


This is the largest part of the plant's 
food. 

The energy required for this process 
in the leafy laboratory comes from sun- 
light. That is why your vegetable plot 
should be in a sunny position and why 
plants do not thrive in shade. The rows 
should be arranged to run north and 
seuth in order to get as much sunlight 
as possible. and they should be planned 
so that tall-growing plants such as corn 
and tomatoes (when staked) do not cast 
shadows on lower-growing plants. For 
this reason, these are usually planted 
at the back of a vegetable plot. Plants 
should be spaced widely enough to allow 
the leaves full room to catch the light. 
This illustrates the importance of making 
a garden ‘plan as your first step of the 
season. It not only assures growing the 
different vegetables in their best loca- 
tions, but it helps to prevent the all too 
common mistake of attempting to grow 
far more than the household requires. 


Root Growth 


The rootlet that has come from the 
seed pushes its way downward. It may 
develop into a large tap root for food 
storage, as in carrots or turnips, which 
if left to themselves store food in one 
season and spring up from this in the 
next to complete their life cycle by seed 
bearing, or the rootlet may fork and re- 
fork to produce a system of spreading 
roots. 


The power of roots is almost prover- 


bial, but a little rootlet has small chance 
against a hard and impenetrable soil; 
it will make much better progress in a 
smooth bed of fine and even texture 
from which stones have been removed. 
A carrot rootlet meeting a stone is likely 
to fork around it. If your soil is both 
deep and smooth, you can grow. the 
desirable long, slender type of carrot, 
but if it is too stony to be completely 
cleared you must be content with the 
short, stumpy type such as Oxheart. 
The texture of the soil, however, should 
not be so open as to leave air pockets. 
because the have minute hairs 
through which they absorb moisture and 
dissolved plant foods.

*The magnesium in this analysis 
would amount to less than 3 ounces in 
100 pounds. Other plants would show 
different ratios of the constituents. but 
the range would be equally wide. 

Is the soil then a mass of minerals? 
By no means. Nor can the rootlets ab- 
sorb raw mineral elements. Of the fertile 
top soil, on which plants chiefly depend. 
disintegrated rock forms 65 to 95 per 
cent of the mass, and organic matter 2 
to 5 per cent. The rest is soil air and soil 
water, which holds salts of the minerals 
in solution. Nor is the soil an inert mass: 
there are more plants and animals in it 
than there are above it. Except for the 
industrious earthworms and insects. they 
are microscopic, mostly bacteria. 

As organic matter breaks down. with 
the aid of all of these. ammonia is re- 
leased. It is turned into acid which unites 
with mineral bases to form nitrates which 
in solution, can be taken up by the roots 
as plant food. The beneficial bacteria 
in the soil require oxygen, which is an- 


other reason for tillage. Conversely. 
there are other bacteria which attack

There- 
fore, a wet soil is to be avoided or drained 
when a garden is planned. 

Still another race of the multitudin- 
ous bacteria must be noticed—the bene- 
ficial nitrogen-fixing type that live on 
the roots of legumes such as peas and 
beans. If you pull up a flourishing pea 
or bean plant, you will notice a number 
of little nodules or lumps on the roots. 
Here the bacteria are at work making 
more nitrogen than they need for them- 
selves, and on this surplus nitrogen the 
plant depends for supplies. Accord- 
ingly, if peas or beans are new to your 
garden, the seed should first be inocu- 
lated with a culture of the proper bac- 
teria. This is a simple operation, since 
the inoculant can be bought as a black 
powder for a few cents and merely needs 
to be shaken through the seeds before 
they are sown. 

Obviously, the soil is a highly com- 
plex body. Nature, which is not pressed 
for time, may have taken a million years 
making it fertile with plant food ma- 
terials. Man comes along and quickly 
robs this fertility by intensive cultivation, 
so that it must be rebuilt yearly by the 
application of organic material such as 
manure and compost, supplemented by 
inorganic fertilizers which supply, in 
readily accessible form, some of the 
chemicals mentioned above, built up in 


the soil much more slowly by natural 
processes. 

Even a casual observer will notice by 
the difference in the color of soils from 
black to red, that they vary considerably 
in their constituents. Whether these ele- 
ments are in proper balance and in 
sufficient supply for satisfactory plant 
growth cannot be determined by smell, 
sight or touch; a chemical test is neces- 
sary. This is one of the first things to 
be done in the early spring. A home 
soil-testing set is inexpensive and inter- 
esting, but samples will also be tested, 
usually free of charge, by your state 
agricultural experiment station. Your 
local seed store will give you the ad- 
dress and tell you just what to do. You 
should receive a report from the sta- 
tion within a week or two indicating what, 
if anything, your soil requires. 

In sum, therefore, the A, B and C of 
successful vegetable gardening are good 
seed, good light and good soil. Given 
these. your plants should come up 
healthy and strong—but so will the 
weeds, often from seeds that have been 
ceep in the soil for many years. They 
must be scuffed down when they are 
small, before they enter into competition 
with your vegetables. Afterwards, a 
mulch, or thick layer of grass clippings, 
leaves or straw, should be spread around. 
This will not only keep the pesky weeds 
from coming up, but will help to con- 
serve essential moisture in the soil and 
to maintain an even soil temperature.

dinarily set about 5 feet apart, and when 
in rows, the rows should be 8 feet apart. 
The plants are sold in two different ways, 
either by size in inches, or age. When 
sold by age, two-year-old plants are best 
for home use; if sold by height, purchase 
plants that are 12 to 18 inches tall. The 
holes for the plants should be dug large 
enough so the roots can be placed with- 
out crowding, and deep enough so that 
about an inch of the stem is below the 
soil level. Blueberry varieties are nearly 
self-unfruitful under some conditions, 
so it is best to plant at least two varieties. 

The young plants will get a better 
start if a little fertilizer is used the year 
they are set out. After the plants become 
established, as indicated by the start of 
new growth, 44 ounce of complete ferti- 
lizer may be scattered in a ring just out- 
side the limits of the root ball. The next 
year and each year thereafter, through 
the fifth year, the amount given the pre- 
ceding year may be doubled. Mulching 
blueberries has also proven satisfactory. 
This makes cultivation unnecessary and 
also adds organic matter to the soil. In 
all blueberry fertilization it is best to add 
material that will leave an acid residue. 

Pruning is an important operation in 
blueberry culture. It must be done in 
winter or early spring, before growth 
starts. The first two years after plant- 
ing, the bushes will need little pruning 
other than removing weak branches. 
Bearing bushes, however, should be 
pruned to produce large berries. To 
prune correctly, the gardener should 
know the bearing habits of the plant. 
During the summer, blueberries form 
fruit buds—large plump buds at the 
end of the shoots. These remain dormant 
throughout the winter, then bloom and 
produce fruit the next summer. The 
pruning of different varieties varies with 


the characteristic growth of the plant._ 


Some varieties sprout freely from the 
base; others tend to grow to one stem. 
Where the plants sprout from the base, 
some of the older canes must be removed. 


Rules for Pruning 


The rules for pruning are quite simple: 
Remove or cut back a few of the older 
stems, since these tend to produce weak 
shoots with small berries. Remove all 
branches that are so near the ground that 
the fruit might become soiled. Thin out 
the top, removing the short weak shoots. 
Cut back shoots with too many fruit buds. 

In growing blueberries yellowing of the 
leaves is not uncommon. This results 
from a lack of iron and develops when 
the soil is too alkaline. To remedy the 
situation, add a fertilizer such as sulphate 
of ammonia, which will leave an acid 
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Blueberry Research 


@ Blueberry growers will be interested 
in the discovery of the carriers of 
“stunt disease,” made at the blueberry 
research center in Pemberton, N. J. 
by W. E. Tomlinson, Jr, P. E. 
Marucci and C. A. Doehlert. The two 
species of sharp-nosed leaf-hoppers 
which doom blueberry plants have two 
broods in New Jersey, the first in late 
June and early July and the second in 
late September and early October. 
Rancocas, Stanley and Harding va- 
rieties have been found to be resistant, 
while Jersey shows marked tolerance 
for the disease. The Experiment Sta- 
tion of Rutgers University has worked 
out methods of detecting the disease 
in its early stages, and trained in- 
spectors are available to help growers 
rogue the diseased plants. 











residue. This should be used with care 
on young bushes; an overdose may be 
harmful. Acid organic mulches such as 
peatmoss will also help. 

Insects which may attack a blueberry 
planting include blueberry fruit fly or 
blueberry maggot, cranberry fruit worm, 
blueberry stem borer, red-striped fire- 
worm, white grubs. gypsy moth caterpil- 
lars, red-humped caterpillars and the 
cranberry spittle insect. All of these 
can be controlled easily. 

Among the diseases, mummy berry 
and blueberry stunt disease are the most 
serious. Mummy berry is caused by a 
fungus which rots and mummifies partly 
ripe fruit. Spraying is not effective in 
controlling this disease; to keep it in 
check, rake the mummified berries from 
the ground and destroy them. Blue- 
berry stunt is a virus disease; infected 
bushes should be pulled up and burned. 

The modern varieties in cultivation to- 
day are a far cry from the original 
species, producing larger and sweeter 
berries. The following are some of the 
more popular worth-while varieties: 

PIONEER is a midseason variety, ripen- 
ing from middle to late July. It produces 
large crops of berries of superior ap- 
pearance, flavor and keeping quality. 
The medium-sized bush also makes a fine 
ornamental plant. 

ConcorpD is another midseason variety. 
The bush is tall, producing many large, 
fine-flavored berries in compact clusters. 

RuBEL is a late variety, ripening a 
few days after Pioneer. The berries are 
only fair in size, but their color and 
quality are good. The tall bush is easy 
to prune.

Cazort is the best of the early varieties; 
it ripens three or four days ahead of 
Pioneer and about a week before Rubel. 
It produces good crops of large berries, 
but they are lacking in flavor. ; 

PEMBERTON is a promising variety in- 
troduced in 1940. The fruit is unusually 
large, attractive and fine-flavored. It 
ripens with Rubel. 

ATLANTIC is one of the newer varieties. 
The fruit is medium-sized, a good blue 
and of excellent flavor. It ripens just 
before Rubel. 

BurRLINGTON, another of the newer 
varieties, ripens after Rubel. The bush is 
upright, spreading. fairly vigorous and 
very productive. 

Dixt is of value mainly for its ex- 
ceptionally large and attractive fruit. 
The bush is upright but not a heavy pro- 
ducer. It ripens late, with Rubel or a 
little later. 

WAREHAM is a_ good home-garden 
variety.

blooms are produced. If winter injury 
does not dictate the course you should 
follow, let your conscience be your guide. 

Insects and diseases cause some in- 
jury to roses, but no more so than to 
other plants. There are several dusts 
and sprays now available that will very 
easily and efficiently control all rose 
pests with one application.

drought; on the other hand, excess water 
and fertilizer encourage crabgrass. Only 
during extended dry periods, when the 
soil is dry in the root zone, is water 
necessary. When it is used, apply it 
slowly until the soil is wet to a depth 
of 4 or 5 inches. In developing a water- 
ing program it is important to remember 
that steep slopes and areas adjacent to 
tcees will dry more rapidly. 

Close mowing is usually a sure way to 
ruin a good lawn in summer. Never 
cut closer than 14% inches; even higher 
cutting is better. The higher cut may 
not look as fancy in June, but it will 
help insure a better lawn during July 
and August. Also, it may prevent a 
cestly reseeding job in September. 


Controlling Crabgrass 


Crabgrass control does not start in 
June—it’s a year-round job. The fer- 
tilizer applied last September and in 
early April does its part. Wise abstinence 
from fertilizer and water in the late 
spring and early summer is also an im- 
portant factor. Second to none is the 
importance of a high cut. Obedience to 
these fundamental rules will minimize 
the crabgrass problem after 
several years. 

Chemicals such as phenyl mercury 
compounds or the potassium cyanate 
preparations can help in the struggle with 
crabgrass. Generally, it is not desirable 
to use them before crabgrass starts to

The beauty of your lawn depends 
largely on the observance of these simple 
fundamentals: using better grass seed, 
liming and fertilizing properly, avoiding 
close mowing and applying a minimum 
of water. Occasionally other factors 
may need attention, but simple observ- 
ance of these requirements is sufficient 
in most seasons. With these you will

Consider the case of Joe Blow, who 
last year won $105.00 in contests and 
received $95.00 for plants and flowers 
which he sold from his garden. He 
figures about 15 per cent of his total 
gardening expense was incurred in 
doing the work which brought him 
prizes and prices totaling $200.00. Al- 
together, he spent $200.00 during the 
year for seeds, cuttings, soil, fertilizer 
and insecticides. Thus, the direct ex- 
penses he incurred came to $30.00 
(15 per cent of the total costs for the 
year). 

So that reduced his taxable side- 
line income to $170.00. But his garden- 
ing equipment cost $300.00. Joe esti- 
mates it should last him 10 years; 
thus his tools depreciate $30 per year. 
Since his equipment is used only 15 
per cent of the time for income- 
producing work, only $450 may be 
deducted from $170.00, making Joe’s 
total taxable income $165.50. 

Being wise in the ways of tax col- 
lectors, Joe listed the full $200.00 as 
income, then noted his direct ex- 
penses and depreciation for the year, 
attaching a brief profit and loss state- 
ment.—Betty Lee Goucu

Transplanting Seedlings 





As a general rule, seedlings are trans- 
planted when the largest leaf is about 
the size of a dime, within six or eight 
weeks. Again the preferred medium is 
fairly coarse leafmold which has been 
passed through a 14-inch mesh screen.

wet, ill-drained soil around the tuber. 
Overwatering is the commonest cause of 
bud drop; it is better to water moder- 
ately. They are shallow-rooted plants and 
should be treated accordingly. Do not 
cultivate around them with sharp tools; 
use your fingers to weed or to loosen soil. 

Fading blossoms must be removed be- 
fore they fall within the plant or around 
its base. Decaying matter coming in 
contact with any part of the live plant 
tissue will quickly cause rot which will 
destroy the plant. When a spot of decay 
is noted it should be cut back to healthy 
tissue and the wound painted with a 
thick paste of Zerlate and water. 


Insects and Disease 


Begonias are comparatively free from 
insect and disease damage. but occa- 
sionally aphids are found on flowers and 
buds. These may be controlled by spray- 
ing with Bacterial leaf 
which causes a progressive yellowing and 
later falling of the lower leaves, may 
be kept in check by using Orthorix. 
mature tubers will 
be produced if the plant is allowed to 
continue growing until the first light 
frost blackens foliage and causes the 
plant stalk to collapse. Actually, while 
the plant is actively engaged in growth 
and flower production, there is little 
growth of the tuber, It is only in the 
last few weeks of the growing season 
that the tuber makes its greatest gain 
for the following year. 

The ideal time to dig tubers is when 
the plant stalk breaks easily from the 
tuber at ground level. If the plant stalk 
will not break easily and it is necessary to 
lift the tuber, be sure to leave at least 
2 inches of the stalk, since injury to the 
tuber’s growth ring will cause decay. 
Storing in a dry place -with a ball of 
soil until green growth cures will be 
helpful. 

After tubers are dug, the soil should be 
washed from the the tubers 
placed in full sun for four or five days. 
exposing top and bottom alternately, 
until they are thoroughly dry and firm.

This curing is important for successful 
wintering. Soft, watery tubers seldom 
survive winter storage. Take care that 
the last vestige of the current growth is 
removed from the tuber before storing 
in a dry place at 50° to 60°. 

Do not be too impatient to start tubers 
at the approach of spring. Pink growth 
buds will indicate when the tuber is 
ready to be started into growth.

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is a coarse hardwood leafmold. This 
material provides thorough drainage, al- 
lows unhindered growth of fibrous roots 
and nourishes the starting plant. Peat- 
muss is too retentive of moisture and is 
infertile—it is not recommended in grow- 
ing tuberous begonias. 

When tubers are planted in flats, the 
growth buds should be barely covered. 
Water carefully until top growth is ac- 
tive. Too much water before the top 
growth develops will cause tuber rot. To 
concentrate the full energy of the plant 
in one dominant stalk, all excess shoots 
should be broken or cut off as they 
form. Excess shoots furnish a ready 
means of propagating favorite varieties 
if they are severed with the basal or 
growth ring and treated as any cutting. 

Except for propagation, all shoots of 
the basket types should be allowed to 
develop. If less than three shoots appear, 
pinching off tips when growth reaches 
the first flower bud will make a bushier 
plant. 





After two leaves of equal size have 
formed, the plants are ready for trans- 
planting into pots or the garden. If 
they are put out in the open, make sure 
that the soil is sufficiently warm, which 
would be around May 1 in most lo- 
calities. 

Pot culture affords the broadest con- 
trol over cultural conditions. The ma- 
jerity of plants can be accommodated 
in 8- or 9-inch clay azalea pots. The use 
of 2/3 coarse leafmold and 1/3 sand 
as a potting mixture is hard to beat. 
With this mixture, plus a tablespoonful 
of solid fishmeal mixed in under the 
plant, vigorous growth is assured. 

To stiffen plant growth and aid flower- 
ing, liquid 2-10-10 fertilizer or fish emul- 
sion may be used every two weeks from 
mid-July to mid-September. An excess 
of food must be stored up inside so the 
tuber may begin growth the following 
year. Therefore, it is doubly important 
to see that the plant is in vigorous growth 
throughout the season, as indicated by 
lustrous dark green foliage and well- 
formed, fully double flowers. A sickly 
yellowish foliage and semidouble or 
single flowers indicate degrees of starva- 
tion, 


Care in Watering 


Take care not to overwater at any 
time, especially after transplanting. Wait 
until the plant begins active growth 
before giving it any large amount of 
water. 

The flowers are fragile, but can be 
used for table decoration, corsages or 
simply floated in shallow crystal bowls. 
\void long stems when picking flowers, 
rather break them off an inch or two 
helow the flower, allowin 
f the stem to fall later.

own seed entertaining. The tuberous 
begonia is monecious, the male or stami- 
nate flower being flanked by two single 
female or pistillate flowers. The large, 
showy, many-petaled blossom is sterile, 
the pollen-producing anthers having been 
converted into petals. However, in the 
latter part of the season the petals 
revert to primitive pollen-bearing anthers, 
thus providing the male fertilizing ele- 
ment. 

Mechanical transfer of pollen, when 
ripe and powdery, to the stigma of an- 
other plant constitutes cross-fertilization. 
Under favorable conditions this will 
result in production of viable seed. 
Within six weeks, or when the pod be- 
comes brown and splits at the edges, the 
seed is ripe and may be stored in a dry 
place for sowing in January or February.

cause of the profuse bloom camellias 
provide, it is well to give an applica- 
tion of fertilizer right after the blooming 
period; it is at this time that the plant 
is making new growth and beginning to 
form the following year’s flowers. Most 
growers recommend two or three applica- 
tions of commercial fertilizer a year— 
the first right after the blooming period, 
followed by two more light applica- 
tions at approximately six-week intervals. 

Camellias should be given a good 
watering at weekly intervals during the 
dry season. Sufficient water should be 
applied so it will soak into the ground 
to the lowest roots. Occasional spraying 
of the foliage with the hose is also bene- 
ficial both to the appearance and health 
of the plant and it will help ward off 
pests. 


Pruning and Disbudding 


Probably through fear of losing the 
following year’s bloom, many gardeners 
place too little importance on pruning 
In addition to removing any dead 
branches close to the trunk and trim- 
ming outer ones to shape the plant, the 
inner branches should be thinned. This 
will produce more sturdy new growth 
and will have little effect on the bloom, 
as the inner branches seldom produce 
large flowers. They may be pruned at 
any time of the year, but if heavier 
pruning is done right after the bloom- 
ing period before new growth. starts, 
it will have little effect on the following 
season’s blossoms. 

Disbudding is recommended for grow- 
ers wishing larger blooms for show or 
arrangement purposes. The practice is 
to remove all but one or two terminal 
buds and the majority of the lateral buds 
on each branch. However, this is not 
essential if the gardener is interested in 
profuse bloom rather than size. 

Few ornamental shrubs in this area 
require as little attention to prevent 
diseases and pests as do camellias. Scale, 
red spider and other pests, which require 
control in warmer, more humid areas. 
are almost unknown as far as outdoor 
camellias are concerned. 

Occasionally the bark at the base of 
small tender plants may be damaged by 
the so-called strawberry root weevil. With 
the possible exception of some light dam- 
age to foliage, these weevils seldom 
iitack larger plants. They may be 
controlled by spreading poison apple 
bait .or by spraying the ground and 
foliage with an arsenate of lead solu- 
tion. Excellent control has been effected 
in the past two years by using the newer 
sprays which contain Lindane.

One of the popular white camellias for 
outdoor planting is Grandiflora Alba. 


In the Pacific Northwest some of the 
hardier varieties will bloom in late fall 
or early winter when few other flowers 
are in bloom, but the peak blooming 
season usually comes in March and April. 
Because various varieties have slightly 
different blooming periods, and as most 
plants are in flower over a period of 
three or four weeks, the principal season 
usually extends for three months. Among 
the early varieties are AREJISHI and

petals much more likely to suffer from 
rain and frost damage and the branches 
floppy. 

A good moisture supply should be 
available at all times, and as usual, a few 


gool soakings are much better than 
more frequent light sprinklings. A 


mulch of straw. lawn clippings, sawdust 
or peatmoss around the plants will aid 
greatly in maintaining a_ satisfactory 
moisture supply and as a fertilizer regu- 
lator. But such mulches should never be 
kept soaking wet or allowed to become 
heavy or soggy. Lack of moisture, as 
well as excess moisture. is likely to re- 
sult in blackening or loss of the lower 
leaves. It is always best to apply water 
to the soil beneath the plants, over the 
mulch if one is used, than to spray the 
foliage. If the foliage remains wet it 
will be more subject to disease, which 
will cause it to turn yellow or completely 


black. 


Insect Pests 


Chrysanthemums have relatively few 
insect pests. In the spring and autumn 
when the weather is cool. aphis may be 
troublesome, but these are readily con- 
trolled by the use of a spray containing 
nicotine or Red spider, which 
may appear in very dry spells. can be 
held in check 
with sulphur. 

At the approach of the blooming sea- 
son, additional serious 
appear—leaf hoppers. which 
yellow speckling of the leaves. and the 
tarnished plant bug. which pierces the 
flower buds and sucks out their juices. 
If the flower opens at all following such

attacks, it is usually lopsided. Both of 


these pests are checked and almost com- 
pletely controlled by applications of a 
5 per cent DDT dust or spray. The 
spotted cucumber beetle is also destroyed 
by this treatment. 

The spray types of chrysanthemums 
usually are not disbudded. With a few 
varieties. however, such a practice may 
prove desirable if the variety tends to 
produce several fairly large flowers very 
close together at the end of the stem. 
Somewhat larger flowers of more dis- 
tinction and graceful character may be 
had by thinning out the buds. 

Although the best plants are grown 
in full sun, we may sometimes want to 
have them on the shaded sides of build- 
ings, under trees or in other shady spots. 
They may be flowered successfully in 
such places by first developing a sturdy 
plant in the open garden or nursery area 
and then transplanting it with a good 
ball of soil just as the buds are about

transplanted. By all means avoid pulling 
on it or lifting it to see if it is putting 
out new roots—to do so means nearly 


Plants may also be dug 
and successfully transplanted into pots 
or porch boxes where continuous bloom 
may be had for weeks. 

After the period of bloom has passed 
allow the plants to dry out naturally. 
Do not remove the tops from them until 
the following spring. In cold regions, the 
tops catch falling leaves and snow which 
serve as a natural mulch. This can be 
supplemented by other loose material 
such as cornstalks, evergreen boughs or 
coarse straw. Anything which packs 
down firmly such leaves, lawn 
clippings or manure should not be used 
lest it smother the plants. 


as tree 


Another plan is to place the clumps, 
complete with soil, in a coldframe, then 
pack loose jitter around them. Where 
cold is where water is 
likely to stand over the clumps, they 
may be moved to a drier spot or placed 
in an uncovered frame until spring. How- 


less severe, or 


ever, the clumps should never be al- 
lowed to dry out completely. 
Plants which have overwintered suc- 


cessfully may be left in place to bloom 
during succeeding years. Usually such 
plants produce many shoots from soil 
level. These should be thinned out so 
no more than two or three remain. The 
remaining plants ‘may be treated in the 
same manner as new plants, but they 
should be topped before they grow too 
tall. Often a fairly liberal dressing of 
nitrogenous fertilizer will help keep 
them soft and vigorous for a long time. 

If the shoots that are removed have 
roots, they may be used just as if they 


were rooted cuttings. Often such slips 
resume growth more slowly than new 
cuttings, so culture should be regulated 
accordingly.

If you haven't the spirit of the col- 
lector, avoid too many scattered varieties 
and concentrate on massed plantings of 
fewer kinds. The hardy chrysanthe- 
mum is ideally suited to such use.

excellent, if available. Good crops, how- 
ever, may be produced by the addition 
of compost or by turning under heavy 
clover sod. In fact, the latter is a first- 
class foundation for a strawberry bed. 

Strawberries may be planted at various 
times. Home gardeners often plant in 
August, but this is not the best time. 
Commercial growers, must obtain 
high yields, usually plant in early spring, 
as soon as the soil is workable. Early 
planting is very important. as the plants 
then get off to a good start under favor- 
able moisture conditions during the cool 
weather of early spring and produce early 
runners, which are more productive than 
those growing in late summer and fall. 

Late fall planting also has something 
in its favor. For several years I have 
compared late fall (October 20 to 
November 10) planting with spring 
planting, and in most cases the fall- 
planted beds have outyielded the spring- 
set beds. Plants set out in the fall get 
off to an earlier start and produce more 
early runners that bear the heavier crop 
a year later. 

Fall-set plants must be mulched the 
first winter. In the spring the mulch is 
raked off and the planting managed 
the same as one set in the spring? The 
blossoms should be picked off and the 
bed allowed to fruit the following spring.

Good Varieties 


There are many good varieties of straw- 
berries. Generally speaking, the high- 
quality sorts do not produce the highest 
yields, but they do produce enough to 
be satisfactory for the home garden. 
Dessert quality and reliability are most 
important in a home garden variety. 

SPARKLE is one of the most satisfac- 
tory varieties, all things considered. It 
is fairly productive of better-than-average 
berries that are excellent for freezing. 
It is possibly the best berry if only one is 
to be grown and good freezing quality 
is desired. 

For dessert quality alone, Farrrax, 
FAIRPEAKE and SUWANNEE are near the 
top of the list. The variety MARSHALL is 
highly regarded on the West Coast but 
is rarely available now in the East. Mup- 
LAND is an early variety, also of good 


quality and suitable for freezing. For 
preserving, CuLver in the North, and 


BLAKEMORE farther south are the best 
varieties. Latest of all is Repstar, but 
it is not very productive. 

The heavier yielding varieties are Cat- 
SKILL, TEMPLE, PATHFINDER, FAIRLAND 
and Howarp’ (Premier). Varieties 
especially resistant to red stele, a fun- 
gus disease that may destroy the roots

in poorly drained soils, include Sparkle, 
Temple, Fairland and Pathfinder—all 
desirable heavy-yielding varieties. 

Strawberry plants should be pur- 
chased from a specialist, preferably one 
nearby. Although plants shipped early 
from growers usually arrive safely, 
plants ordered late and shipped long dis- 
tances during a hot spell may overheat, 
with disastrous results. 

If the plants arrive before the ground 
is ready for planting, the bundle should 
be opened and the plants heeled-in in 
a moist, shady place in the garden. Each 
bundle of plants should be opened and 
the roots spread out so they are in con- 
tact with the soil. 

The secret of success in planting is to 
get the crown (the solid center portion 


from which the leaves arise) even with 


_ the surface of the soil, and the soil packed 











firmly about the roots. This is done by 
pushing a spade or large flat trowel 
vertically into the soil and inserting the 
roots in the hole behind the tool with a 
downward flip so that they are spread 
out in a fan shape. The tool is then 
withdrawn carefully and the soil pressed 
firmly against the roots with the foot. 
If the soil is dry at planting time, each 
plant should be watered with a half pint 
of water. 

The rows in a strawberry bed are 
usually set about 314 feet apart and the 
plants set 18 inc shes” apart in each row. 
The rfnners soon fill in the space be- 
tween the plants to make a matted row. 
Home gardeners sometimes grow straw- 
berries in hills by eliminating all the 


runners. Spacing within the row for 
the hill system is about 15 inches. Some 
times beds of three or four rows 1 
inches apart are grown in the hill systen 
with an alley between each bed. 
Summer care consists mainly of cor 
trolling weeds. Cultivation and frequen 
use of the hoe are essential; howeve: 
care must be taken not to injure th 
runners after they have started to grow 
The flower stems should be removed 
they appear to prevent fruiting the firs 
year, for if they are allowed to bear 
fewer runners will be produced and th 
crop the following year will be lighte 


Spacing Runners 


Vigorous varieties in fertile soil pri 
duce far more runners than can _ bx 
utilized efficiently on the allotted space 
Overcrowding of the fruiting row can 
reduce yields substantially. so it is dé 
sirable to arrange the runners about the 
mother plant to use the available space 
efficiently without overcrowding _ the 
fruiting row. To do this, place the run- 
ners as they develop around the mother 
plant about 6 inches apart until the 
row is filled out to a width of about 
18 inches. All runners developing after 
this should be removed. 

The fertility of strawberry beds is main- 
tained in various ways. Animal manures 
of various kinds are often used 
the land is plowed. They are excellent 
sources of nutrients and they also supply 
organic matter to the soil. Stable manure 
may be used at a rate of 3 to 6 bushels 
to 100 square feet, and

out of the crown in the spring, part 
of the straw is raked off the plants into 
the space between the rows, leaving some 
on the plants to keep the berries clean.

Little Glads Are Back 


(Continued from page 47) 


vigor and fecundity matched by few and 
probably unsurpassed by any of the 
larger varieties. In seasons when many 
of the big ones fall prey to scab, fusarium 
and other diseases, the little fellows keep 
rolling along and piling up bulblets. For 
this reason, they are admirably suited to 
children’s gardens or to those of adults 
who do not want to go through all the 
rigmarole that the avid fancier follows to 
produce a bumper crop. 


Little glads also match the larger glads 
in the range of blooming dates. There 
are small varieties which bloom early 


(some as soon as 60 days after planting), 
midseason varieties and others which 
flower late. One may enjoy just as long 
a season of bloom with the small fry as 
with the big ones. 

Their culture is no different than that 
employed in ordinary glads. 
They like the same sunny locations, will 
perform in a diversity of soil types, are 
planted the same depth and the same 
distance apart. They need the same cul- 
tivation to check weed competition, the 
same spraying to hold down thrips, the 
same scant fertilization, the same abun- 
dance of water. They are cut and trans- 
ported to shows in the same manner, but 
the job is a far easier one with the small 
They can be pollinated to produce 
new varieties the same as big ones. The 
bulbs are dug. cleaned and stored in the 
same way. The photographs on pages 
46 and 47 show some of these cultural 
phases.

Our Treasured Hawthorns 


By HENRY KLEINE, 


AWTHORNS, together with flower- 
ing dogwoods and crabapples, be- 
long to one of our most treasured 
plant groups. While it is true that we 
have imported at least one better-known 
species—the so-called English hawthorn 
(Crategus oxyacantha)—America has 
been richly blessed with native species. 

The downy hawthorn or thorn apple 
(Crataegus mollis), is the most common. 
It can be seen in fence rows and _ pas- 
tures and along the edges of woods and 
roads. A rugged plant with gnarled limbs 
and twisted bark, it has what landscape 
architects refer to as character. C. mollis 
may be identified by ascending branches, 
light gray bark on young trees and an 
abundance of shiny red fruit. This drops 
all too soon, spreading a bright red 
carpet underneath. 

\ cockspur thorn (C. crusgalli), will 
add more to the attractiveness of your 
home than the same amount of money 
spent for assorted small plants. It is 
a massive, nearly spherical plant. The 
dark leaves have a rich lustre and in 
fall present a charming color range from 
yellow to brilliant red. 

[he Washington hawthorn (<.. 
phaenopyrum, until recently called C. 


cordata), grows upright with relaxed 
branches. Its fall color is a superb 


cherry shade and its red berries last 
throughout the winter. C. phaenopyrum 
is commonly used and ideal for a clipped 
hedge. 

Che pear hawthorn (C. calpodendron), 
ofiers the appealing feature of horizontal 
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(Mich.) 


branches, the effect of which may be used 
to break the lines of other vegetation or 
to emphasize the horizontal planes of 
your house. It has an abundance of pun- 
gent white flowers neatly arranged in 
layers and swarming with bees during 
blooming time. The contrast of large, red 
fruit and branches is beautiful.
